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ARTILLERY FIRE 
CONTINUES HEAVY 
ON VERDUN FRONT 


Big Guns Are Active West 
of Meuse and Near Vaux 
and in Woevre, Where 
German Attack Is Re- 
pelled. 


French Air Squadron Heavily 
Bombards Station North 
of Verdun — Many Fights 
Occur in Air. 


Berlin Reports Increasing 
Friction Between Greece 
and Entente—French and 


Greek Troops Clash.

PARIS, March 14.—Last night saw a 
continuance of the artillery activity on 
the Verdun front. West of the Meuse 
the cannonading was fairly violent and 


a reconnaissance on the part of the 


Germans in the woods of Haudremont 
was checked by the French, according 
to the official announcement made in 
Paris this afternoon. There was severe 
cannonading near Vaux and also in the 
Woevre district. 

. The statement says: 

“To the west of the River Meuse there 
was a fairly spirited cannonading last 
night. On the right bank of this stream 
a strong reconnaissance of the enem* 
in the wood of Haudremont was checked 
by our curtain of fire. The bombard- 
ment continues violently in the region 
of Vaux and near Damloup. 

“In the Woevre both the French and 
the German artillery has been active, 
particularly in the sector of Fix. 

“In the forest of Le Pretre a detach- 
ment of Germans who endeavored to 
surprise our trenches at Croix des 
Carmes was received by a fusillade and 
compelled to disperse, leaving several 
dead on the field.”’ 

Last night’s statement from the War 
Office said: 


“North of Verdun the bombardment 3 


has increased in intensity west of the 
Meuse on L’Tflomme Mort and in the re- 
gion of the Bois Bourrus. Our batteries 
took under their fire enemy forces as- 
sembling between lorges and the Bois 
des Corbeaux. 

“Today our aviators displayed remark- 
able activity in the whole Verdun region. 
A Squadron composed of six aeroplanes 
dropped 130 shelis on the strategically 
important station of Brieulles, north of 
Verdun. A large rflumber of engagements 
were fought in which we had an incon- 
testable advantage. In the course of 
these combats three German aeroplanes 


were brought down, one of them in our: 


linés and the other two inside the first 
German lines. Other acroplanes were 
cbserved in the act of falling.” 


Fighting of French and Greek Sol- 
diers on Mytilene Island Reported. 
BERLIN, March 14, by wireless to 

Sayville, N. Y.—Reports have been re- 

ceived from Athens of: fighting on the 

Greek Island of Mytilene, — between 

Greek and French soldiers, It is said 

one French soldier was killed and an- 

other wounded severely. French rein- 
forcements were brought up and impris-

The commander of the Wrench orces, 
the report states, has prohibited fur- 
ther mingling of French and Greek sol- 
diers. The Greek Government is re- 
ported to have protested against the ar-

Premier Skouloudis of Greece is said 
by the Overseas News Agency to have 
informed the entente Powers that his 
Government would not accept certain 
demands by them and that insistence on 
them would disturb relations between 
Greece and the entente.

BERLIN PROMISES 
AMENDS IF GUILTY 
OF SINKING SILIUS 


Unofficial Advices to Washing- 
ton Say Reparation Is Assured 
if U-Boat Torpedoed Ship. 


CAUSE IS LEFT IN DOUBT 


Seven of the 14 Rescued Are 
Americans, Only Three in 
the Crew Perished. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Unofficiai 
advices received here today indicate that 
Germany will make complete amends to 


the United States, if it is found that a 
German submarine torpedoed the Nor- 
wegian bark Silius, from which seven 
Americans were rescued in Havre Roads. 

The German Government is represent- 
ed here as believing that a torpedo was 
not responsible for the loss of the bark 
and that any commander who attacks 
a neutral ship such as the Silius with- 
out warning would be exceeding his in- 
structions. 

The sinking of the Silius has been the 
cause ‘of much concern because Ameri- 
can Consul Osborne at Havre reported 
that the ship was torpedoed without 
warning. His report was based on state- 
ments of American survivors. Officials 
are inclined to entertain the possibility 
that the ship might have been struck 
by a mine but the case is being investi- 
gated further. 

Today the State Department received 
another report from Consul Osborne 
which made no mention of the cause of 
the sinking, merelv- saying the vessei 
was unarmed, carired 42 cargo eof grain 
and no passengers. Of the crew of 17 
*nembers only three perished. 

Austria has presented to the United 
States reports of two instances in which 
it is charged Austrian merchant ships 
were torpedoed without warning by 
allied submarines, presumably British.

American Vouths on Silius Signed “To 
See the World.” 

HAVRE, March 14.—A majority of the 
crew of the Norwegian bark  Silius, 
which was sunk in Havre roads last 
Thursday, in statements to the Asso- 
ciated Press yesterday, declared that the 
bark had been torpedoed without warn- 
ing by a submarine and that the vessel 
was unarmed. 

The French steamer Louisiane and 
the Silius lie within a hundred yards 
of each other. The Silius was sent to 
the bottom half an hour after the liner 
had gone down. 

Of the 17 members of the crew of 
the Silius, seven were American youths. 

The bark had been buffeted by tem- 
pests for 31 days before the 
French coast Was sighted. So 
tired were the men that they were not 
awakened by the explosion which sank 
the Louisiane close by them, with the 
exception of John Hartmann of Phila- 
delphia. He was on deck and suffered 
a broken leg by being struck by a 
splinter of wood from the shock of the 
explosion which sank the Silius and 
tumbled the men out of their ham- 
mocks. In three minutes the Silius had 
sunk. 

A French torpedo boat rescued all the 
men except the captain, who was,.a 
Norwegian, and a Dane and another 
Norwegian who were drowned.

“TIMES” MADE NO

RETURN IN 1915 


Affidavit Submitted on Feb. 17 
and Dated Back to Dec. 28 
Was Rejected. 


AMOUNT BELOW $40,000 


Assessor Made Out Return of 
$108,001, Double Estimated 
Value, as Penalty. 


It was learned at the Assesor’s office 
today that the German-American Press 
Association, publishers of the St. Louis 
Times, which has been making a pur- 
ported expose of personal tax dodging, 
had failed to make a personal tax re- 
turn by Dec. 31, last, when the tax 
books for 1915 were closed. 

On Feb. 17, a representative of the 
Times called at the Assessor's office 
with an affidavit of an officer of the 
company, witnessed by a notary. This 
affidavit was dated back to Dec. 28, 1915, 
and placed the total personal property of 
the German-American Press Association 
at a figure. less than $40,000. The exact 


figure stated in the affidavit was not 
learned. 


The Times representative told District 
Assessor Bohle that the return had veen 
made out on Dec. 28, but through some 
Oversight had not been sent to the As- 
Ssessor’s office before the tax books 
closed on Dec. 31. District Assessor 
Bohle, under the law, could not accept 
the return. So he arbitrarily fixed the 
return at $108,000, with figures, in red 
ink, which indicate that no voluntary 
return was made and that the estimat- 
ed value of the personal property had 
been doubled as a penalty for failure to 
make voluntary return. 

The Assessor's $108,000 return on the 
German-American Press Association 1s 
for $8000 cash, $40,000 securities and $6,- 
4) other personal property. These fig- 
ures, in each instance, are double the 
amount the district Assessor thought 
the company possessed.

The 19]4 assessment of the German- 
American Press Association, the last one 
of public record, was $24,360. 

For several] weeks The Times has 
been publishing a list of St. Louisans 
making personal tax returns or fail- 
ing to make returns, with the implied 
suggestion that the returns of some of 
these individuals was wholly inadequate 
and urging a more complete return. 

The Post-Dispatch a year ago began 
publishing comparisons of the inven- 
tories of estates with the last personal 
tax return made by the testator.

As compared with the condition of the 
same banks on Jan. 1, of this year the 
10 St. Louis banks which have reported 
show total deposits of $253,100,000. This 
is a gain of $17,400,000 in deposits in 
the first quarter of the year for these 
banks. 

It was stated at the Clearing House 
that there has been a vast increase in 
the loans made by the banks. The total 
loans on Jan. 1 were $218,000,000 but 
Clearing House officials would not at- 
tempt any other estimate than “a vast 
increase” regarding present conditions, 
until all the member banks have re- 
ported. 

An Associated Press dispatch report 
from Chicago gives a total of 31,300,000,000 
in deposits and loans of $900,100,900, both 
of which amounts constitute a new rec- 
ord. The gain in deposits since the first 
of the year is $75,900,900.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 14.—-A 
rigid censorship was ordered establishea 
at Columbus, N. M., today py Major- 
General Funston. He instructed Brig- 
adier-General Pershing, commanding 
there, to take charge of the telegraph 
office, wetch all automobile routes and 
cuard telephone wires out of the town 
This action was taken to prevent news 
of the troop movements from being 
spread in press dispatches. 

Gen. Funston said that newspaper re- 
ports from New Mexico had been re- 
vealing every movement of troops, the 

isposition of the various forces and the 
amount of their equipment. 

“There was no use trying to conceal 
our plans here while there was a leak 
on the border,” he explained. ‘““‘We had 
to act.”’ 

No orders for a movement 
border were issued from Fort Sam 
Houston this morning and none are 
likely today. Gen. Funston said that 
from now on he would refuse to an- 
gswer questions concérning the immin- 
ence of the expeditionary force’s de- 
parture. He would make no further 
comment on the significance of the 
tightening of the censorship at wo- 
lumbus. 

It was announced that Brigadier- 
General George Bell Jr., Commander of 
the Fifth Brigade, with ieadquarters 
at San Antonio, had-been ordered to 
fl Paso to take command of the troops 
there. relieving Gen. Pershing, now at 
Columbus. 

Gen. Bell will not be under Gen. 
Pershing, but will have charge of the 
border situation when Gen. Pershing’s 
advance into Mexico has been begun. 
He will operate under the orders of 
Gen. Funston. 

Gen. Funston said today that the 
present expedition into Mexico in the 
search for Villa was, in its potentiali- 
ties, as important as any movement of 
the Spanish-American War. The actua! 
movement of troops, he added, was more 
important than any movement of the 
war with Spain, except that at San- 
tlago. 

To Gen. Pershing will be left the final 
disposition of the expeditionary force. 
Orders will be issued for the forward 
movement by Gen. Funston at Fort 
Sam Houston, but the hour when these 
orders will be executed will be decided 
by the Genera] in the field.

With the State convention but a week 
off, there is much activity among Dem- 
ocratic candidates and leaders. Fxcise 
Commissioner Rumsey, who is manag- 
ing the vice presidential campaign of 
Gov. Major, is making a fight to be 
elected Democratic National Committee- 
man at the State convention to succeed 
BMdward F. Goltra, who has been nation- 
al committeeman the last four years. 

Challenge by Goltra,

There are indications that the coun- 
try delegates wil] be lined up against 
Rumsey.

It is expected there will be a general 
lineup of the politicians on the gov- 
ernorship while the State convention is 
in progress.

FYCONVICTS ON. 
STAND AT TRIAL OF 


They Tell How Prison Records 
“Disappeared”’ After the In- 
vestigation of Immorality. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Mareh 14.— 
The trial of Thomas Mott Osborne, for- 
mer Warden of Sing Sing, under irdict- 


ment charging perjury in connection 


with investigations .of his administra- 
tion, Was resumed here today in the Su- 
preme Court. The prosecution planne! 
ioday to develop further the story ot 
alleged immoral conditions at Sing Sing, 
charged by Rudolph Diedling, a State 
Prison Commissioner. 

Joseph Rotolla, paroled after serving 
a Sing Sing term, was the [first witness. 
Rotolla was a member of the Mutua: 
Welfare League judiciary board, which 
tried and cuonvicted officers of the 
league, who had confessed to immor- 
ality. 

The purpose of his testimony 
bring out that various immorality cases 
were before the court and that Osborne 
had knowledge of these cases. Osborne 
testified before Dr. Diedling on Oct. 8 
last that “there is ne immorality cases 
so far as the prison is concerned.” 

Rotolla testified that the records of 
the immorality cases before the judi- 
ciary board had ‘disappeared.’ He de- 
clared he did not anyone destroy 
the records. 

Willard B. Thompson, who while serv- 
ing a sentence, was clerk of the league's 
judicial board, corroborated testimony 
of previous witnesses that UOsbcrne told 
convicted inmates that Thompson's 
notes “had been lost” and that he, Os- 
borne, would go to jail before he would 
tell investigators what ‘he convicts 
had confessed to him. 


JUDGMENT OF $1500 AGAINST 
TWO MOVIE THEATER BUILDERS 


A jury in Judge Rassieur’s court 
today awarded W. D. Kibler a judg- 
ment of $1,580.93 against O. T. Craw- 
ford and Fred A. Keller; promoters 
of the Vaudeville Theater Construc- 
tion Co., which built the Gravois, 
Cherokee, King’s and other theaters, 
The judgment was for what the 
plaintiff alleged was the difference 
between what he paid for 40 shares 
in the various corporations promoted 
by the defendants and the actual 
value of the stock. 

Kibler bought the stock at $5 a 
share and, he said, it was represented 
as being worth hetween $7 and $8 
and was paving dividends of 1 per 
cent a month. He declared he sold 
a small amount of the stock later at 
$4.50 and that he got the better of 
the deal. The rest of the stock he 
still holds and he said it is worth only 
from 15 to 33 cents to $1.75 a share.

LONDON, March 14.—The Daily Ex- 
press quotes an article from Maximilan 
Harden's Die Zukunft in which he dis- 
cusses the prospects of peace under 
three hypotheses: 
Hypothesis 1. Even if all the German 
lines were forced, the victorious peace 
promised to France by Premier Briand 
would still be far off. A peace that 
should restore Alsace and Lorraine to 
France could be wrested solely from a 
Germany that was at its last gasp. Such 
a peace would be merely an armistice. 
In five or in 3 years war would begin 
again. We should then have a popula- 
tion of 110,000,000, all animated with the 
same will and determination. Such a 
mass of humanity could not well be 

crushed like a swarm of flies. 

Hypothesis 2. The German advanco 
progresses. It reaches the Seine, sur- 
rounds and disarms an army, and 
France loses her industrial districts as 
well as her men. Then, to capture Paris 
with an army which occupies Noyon 
and St. Quentin would surely be more 
possible than the miracle that should 
drive the Germans from the Aisne to 
the Rhine. Such a German victory, 
however, would cost us dear. The only 
alternative, therefore, would be to bleed 
the enemy mercilessly to death. Ger- 
many would cut a big slice from the 
body of France, and once the fortresses 
on the .frontier were dismantled, the 
kingdom of Louis XIV, Richelieu and 
Bonaparte would disappear from the 
ranks of the great Powers. 

Hypothesis 3. France recaptures her 
devastated provinces. In that event, 
however, though a temporary peace be 
patched up, a state of tension would be 
produced between Germany and herself 
so intense as to be practically a perma- 
nent state of war, and at any moment 
a conflagration even more terrible than 
the present might break out and plunge 
the whole globe into a very furnace of 
hellish hatred. 

“Tt is a prospect that may well cause 
all humanity to shudder. There is thus 
but one escape possible—a compromis2 
all around.’’

CRITICISM OF THE PRESIDENT 
HALTED IN HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Secialist Party Leader Charged That 
Executive Spoke Deliberate 
Untruth fn Cleveland Speech, 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Allan Tu 
Benson of Yonkers, N. Y,, Socialist 
candidate for the presidency, criti- 
cised President Wilson’s advocacy of 
preparedness so bluntly before the 
House Naval Committee yesterday 
that Chairman Padgett expunged the 
remarks from the record. He was per- 
mitted to continue his argument 
against war preparations after being 
warned that the committee would not 
tolerate further improper referenoes 
to the President. 

Benson had declared that the Presi- 
dent said what he knew to be untrue 
when he asserted in his Cleveland 
speech that the country should pre- 
pare for defense at once, and that no- 
body knew what the next day might 
bring forth. He said the United States 
was in no danger of invasion and 
that the Government knew “it could 
accept war or reject war” as it chose.

WOMAN DIES WHEN SHOPPING] 


$500,000 EXHIBN 
ON VIEW THURSDAY 


Public Will See Great Collection 
for First Time at Night 
in Art Museum. 


Art Museum employes are busy un- 
packing and preparing to hang the %4 
rare old tapestries, aggregating $500,000 
in value, which will comprise St. Louls 
first public exhibition of the art of the 
woven threads as perfected by the mas- 
ters of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
The exhibition will open with 


a night view Thursday and auto busses 
will carry visitors from the Forest Park 
entrances to the Art Gallery. The Mu- 
seum will remain open Thursday night 
until 10 o’clock. 

In addition to the tapestries there will 
be exhibited old Persian bowls, made in 
the twelfth and thirteenth centuries. 
These were lent for this exhibition by 
Dikran G. Kelekian of New York. The 
tapestries were obtained as loans from 
& number of New York dealers by Mu- 
seum Director R. A. Hollani, who made 
a trip to New York for the purpose. 


E. A. Faust Helps Exhibition. 

A valuable addition to the exhibit was 
lent by Edward A. Faust of St; Louis— 
his recently acquired “Prophecy of Na- 
than.” This hanging is said to be one 
of the most beautiful in existence and 
art critics estimate its value at about 
$100,000. A color reproduction of this 
tapestry with the story represented by 
it was printed in the Post-Dispatch 
Magazine of Feb. 27. This exhibition 
will remain at the Art Museum about 
three weeks. 

All the tapestries received and un- 
packed were viewed by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday afternoun. One of 
the most striking of these is “Joseph 
Sold by His Brothers,’ a Renaissance 
tapestry dating from the first half of 
the sixteenth century. This piece bears 
in its worn border the Brusséls mark, 
two capital “‘B’s’’ with a shield between 
them. There is also the monogram of an 
unidentified master. 

The second group of figures shows 
Joseph's brothers pulling him out of the 
into which they had thrown him 
wnen he came to them with a message 
ifrom: their father. 

One of the brothers is receiving the “0 
| pieces of silver, which was the price the 
Ishmaelite leader nad agreed to pay for 
the youth. 

A smaller group on the right shows 
the brothers killing a kid to get the 
biood into which they dipped Joseph's 
‘coat of many colors’ as a part of their 
scheme to dceceived the aged Jacob into 
believing his favorite son had been 
slain ty wild beasts. 

It Is Well-Preserved. 

This is one of the largest hangings in 
the entire group. It measures 20 feet 8 
inches by 11 feet 9 inches. It is remark- 
well preserved and its colors are 
and bright. In the human fig- 
in the foliage of the landscape 

shajes and tints, ranging 
browns to the most brilliant 
vellows. 
border of intricate und 
fanciful designs, with a wealth and va- 
riety of color, which must have taxed 
the patience of the weaver. It has been 
calculated by modern authorities that 
in the height of the development of the 
tapestry art the weavers had as many 
as 17,000 shades and tints. The fact that 
that these gradations of color remain 
distinct ard unfaded is clear proof of 
the technical sxill of the early artists. 

Must Have Taken 5 Years. 

According to Director Holland, the 
completion of such a tapestry as this 
portrayal of Joseph's adventure must 
have required five years. A cartoon in 
full colors first had to be made and 
with this before him the weaver set 
about his task, conscientiously duplicat- 
ing every shace and tint of the original 
drawing. The pieces were woven on 
linen warp with woolen woof and it wag 
by the arrangement of the woolen 
threads that the article became a work 
of art. 

One of the most valuable pleces in 
the collection is called “‘Roland,”’ made 
by the Royal Manufactory of the Gobe- 
lins in the eighteenth century. This 
piece measures 12 by 21 feet 6 inches. 
Director Holland said that although the 
exact value of this tapestry was not 
made known to him he could state pos- 
itively it is worth more than $100,000. 
It was five years in the weaving. This 
was woven after a cartoon painted in 
1733 by Charles Coypel. It has to do 
with the disappointment in love of the 
famous Paladin Roland, who leaving the 
army of Charlemagne, goes in search 
of the beautiful Princess Angelica, only 
to find her wedded to Medor. 

Medor is a young Saracen (Prince 
whom the Princess had found wounded 
by the walls of Paris. Angelica's ten- 
der solicitude for him develops into 
love and before she returns to her na- 
tive land of Cathay, where Roland ex- 
pected to find her waiting for him, she 
has given her heart to the Saracen. 

Scene at Wedding. 

The picture shows Roland returning 
in the midst of the wedding festivities 
and throwing himself in despair at the 
feet of the Princess. Groups of spec- 
tators are reading the inscriptions cut 
in the bark of a tree: “Angelique a 
donne son coeur, Medor en est vain- 
quer,’’—"‘“Angelica has given her heart; 
Medor has won it;” and “Que Medor 
est heureux Angelique a comble ses 
voeux"’—‘‘How happy Medor is, Ange!- 
ica has crowned his head.” 

There are several pleces depicting 
well-known events in ancient mytholog- 
ical history. There is a beautiful Au- 
busson tapestry showing the reception 
of Paris by Helen and another show- 
ing the death of Phaethon when his 
reckless driving of the chariot of the 
sum had almost caused the destruction 
of the world. Jupiter, the sun god, 
hastened to the rescue and saved the 
world by causing the death of his gon.

To the Editor of the Post-Iispatch. 

In Sunday's paper appeared the statement cred- 
ited to Gen. O'Meara that Col, A. B. Donnelly, in 
Offering his services and that of his regiment to 
the United States Government iIn case the latter 
should cali for volunteers in the present diffi- 
culty with Mexico, was guilty of a breach of dis- 
cipline. 

I am compelled to take tissue with Gen. 
O'Meara in this respect, and claim that Col. Don- 
nelly was clearly within his rights to make such 
an offer, and that in so doing he did not violate 
any of the existing rules and regulations govern- 
ing the militia. 

Under the provisions of the Dick law govern- 
ing the militia, the various organizations com- 
prising the same can offer thetr services to the 
United States Government as volunteers and if 75 
per cent of the strength of such organization 
fhould so volunteer it would be accepted as an 
Srganization in toto, with their officers and men 
retaining their rank when mustered 
into the service of the United States. Nothing in 
this provision can be construed that this organ- 
ivation, or any individual comprising same, must 
firet obtain the consent of the State authorities, 
nor is there anything in the provision of this 
law that gives the Adiutant-General of the State 
authority to either grant or deny

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The returns on the referendum of the emerald 
railroad unions have not been made public, but 
are said to have resulted In an “overwhelming 
majority” for the eight-hour day demand. The 
leaders of the unions announce that the railroad 
managers will be allowed 30 days in which to 
comply with the proposed schedule. 

What -will follow in the event that the man- 
agers reject the demand? 

That they will reject it seems probable. The 

past 13 years have been years of rapidly increas- 
ing burdens on the railroads imposed by reason 
of wage concessions. Only two years ago a large 
increase in pay was granted to the men of both 
the Eastern and Western systems. Now the men 
are insisting that a larger increase in operating 
costs must be made in one concession than the 
total imposed by their demands in 13 years. 
- What branch of business is so firmly estab- 
lished and so deeply rooted in prosperity as to 
withstand new burdens of such magnitude with- 
out a long period for readjusting the conditions 
under which it is conducted? 

The employes alienated much public sympathy 
at the start through their refusal to permit the 
rule of reason to be applied by impartial hands 
to their demands. Are they still of this opinion? 

Doubtless they thought a presidential year a 
favorable time to bring forward their schedule. 
But they will alfenate still further public sym- 
pathy if they persist in adding the problems of 
the greatest strike In industrial history to the 
other causes of national anxiety resulting from a 
crisis on our Southern frontier.

The 
wise politician in both years did not trust to 
ex. post facto gratitude, but made his deal in ad- 
vance. 

In declaring {it intolerable that Presidents 
should control the “conduct” of delegates by 
patronage, Mr. Wilson safd in his letter to A. 
Mitchell Palmer: 

1 absolutely pledge myself to resort to 
nothing but public opinion to decide that qnes- 
tion (whether he should be a candidate for 
renomination). The President ought to be ab- 
solutely deprived of every other means of de- 


ciding it. 
The fault of Mr. Green is due to the fact that 


the times have changed faster than he has. How 
great the change has been is-shown by the dif- 
ference in the impression his letter makes now 
and the impression it would have made only a 
few years ago.

FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. 

The question of freedom of the seas, set up by 
Germany, is exercising some of our readers, 
They are asking what it means. 

According to Albert Bushnell Hart, professor 
of government in Harvard University, Germany 
does not deny that the open sea is free. ‘There 
are no restrictions imposed outside of the ports 
or the three-mile I!mit which each nation claims 
to control. As far as actual trade is concerned, 
German commerce, before the war, was not suf- 
fering. It was growing by leaps and bounds. 
The World Almanac, giving the latest complete 
data, shows that for 1912 German imports 
amounted to no less than $2,544,557,000 and her 
exports were $2,131,718,000. The total trade was 
a billion over that of the United States for the 
year 1914, but was a billion less than the total 
trade of Great Britain. German shipping also 
was growing phenomenally. In 1912 nearly 97,000 
of her own registered vessels entered and cleared 
from her ports, representing a total tonnage of 
nearly 80,000,000 tons. 

But, Prof. Hart shows, Germany’s complaint 
lay in the fact that she feared that Great Britain 
“Intended” ‘to abridge the privilege of trade by 
other nations with British colonies. This, he 
says, was net justified by the facts. But Great 
Britain had also buflt the most powerful navy in 
the world, and this Germany looked upon as a 
possible menace to her trade in the future. “The 
real freedom of the sea desired by Germany,” he 
says, “seems to be a state of things in which the 
Germans would have no apprehension elther of 
British trade rivalry or naval supremacy. What 
they wanted the sea to be free from was what 
they thought to be the baleful influence of the 
Union Jack.” 

That was the case before the war. For the 
present, as we all know, freedom of the seas is 
at an end. Roth belifgerent nations have made it 


L impossible, Great Britain by her blockade and 


Senator James I. Green of Massachusetts when} 


Germany by her submarine warfare. As Prof. | 
Hart concludes: 

“The sea belongs to mankind, and the natural 
leader in its protection is the United States of 
America, which must continue to demand and 


receive the freedom of the sea.” 
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GIVING CABRANZA A CHANOE. 

There is no good reason why the United States 
Government should have refused Carranza’s Te 
guest for permission to send Mexican troops 
across the border in pursuit of bandits. Such 
an arrangement saves the face of the Carranza 
Government and makes it more difficult for Villa 
to appeal to popular passion against the United 
States. 

From every point of view it is highly desir- 
able that Villa’s sinister power be not increased 
by American disregard of Mexican susceptibil- 
ities. Whatever American opinion may be, Mex- 
ican character is what it is and cannot be changed 
by our fiat. We must take it as it is, and com- 
mon sense counsels that we are bound to have 
enough trouble in Mexico without going out of 
our way to find it. 

The permission granted to Carranza may never 
be used, in view of the fact that Mexican troops 
are not to cross the frontier except at places 
where there is no American force to deal with 
bandits. It salves the pride of the Carranza Gen- 
erals, however, to feel that the United States 
is treating their Government with respect and it 
decreases the difficulties in the way of the puni- 
tive expedition against Villa. The fewer Mexi- 
cans the American troops have to fight the better, 
and nothing is to be gained by creating obstacles 
for the army to overcome. ¢ 

Intervention may come by the logic of events, 
but it ought to be avoided as long as honorable 
avoidance is possible. While the military re 
sources of the United States are great the actual 
military equipment is small afid this would be 
a dubious time to invite a condition of affairs 
in which Mexico would monopolize the military 
establishment of the country. It might be emi- 
nently satisfactory to Germany, but ft would be 
folly for the United States to thrust such a 
weapon in the Kaiser’s hand. 

The invasion of Mexico begins as a punitive 
expedition against Villa, and it is the part of 
wisdom to keep it a punitive expedition if that 
is possible. It costs little to treat Carranza with 
consideration and if the Mexicans themselves 
can be brought to take the right view of the ac- 
tion of the United States the task will be im- 
measurably simpler for Gen. Funston’s troops. 

The great danger of the situation is that Villa, 
who is a master damagogue as well as a re- 
sourceful fighter, will be able to arouse the whole 
of northern Mexico against the United States. 
Anything that weakens Carranza’s influence and 
authority plays into the hands of Villa, and that 
is the first thing to avoid. 

If the President can make it plain to Mext- 
cans that the United States intends to keep faith 
and that there will be no aggression on our part 
that is not forced, the business of dealing with 
Villa may be attended by complications. It 
ig not an easy task, but it {s well at the outset 
to show Carranza all the courtesy to which he 
ought to be entitled but to which he has yet to 
claim. 
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CLEAN UP ST. LOUIS. 

The local movement to encourage the adornment 
of downtown buildings with window flower boxes, 
which has gained noticeable results in New York 
and Chicago, is altogether commendable. It adds 
greatly to the attractiveness of a city and not 
only creates an atmosphere of beauty and charm, 
but bespeaks a taste for beauty. 

Flower boxes, however, require a settine of 
cleanliness. As a foundation for the advancement 
of the city there should be conspicuous evidences 
of neatness and cleanliness. The environment of 
the flowérs and vines should be harmonious. 

St. Louis needs this spring more than anything 
else a thorough cleaning. The streets and alleys 
should be thoroughly swept and washed. The 
houses should be cleaned and painted. If the pas- 
sion for cleanliness and neatness led to the de- 
molition of ramshackle, hopelessly ditty and 
wornout shacks it would be a blessing to the city. 

Before the Democratic convention in June the 
city should have the benefit of a thorough clean- 
ing. Let us look our best while visitors from 
every section of the United States are here. It 
would be a paying investment. Perhaps one thor- 
ough, clean-up and paint-up process would in- 
duce a permanent habit, which would contribute 
tremendously to the healthfulness and comfort of 
the people. 

Watchful waiting was no mistake. The world 
has been clearly shown that we have given Mex- 
ico every chance, and that our policy has been 
along the lines of civilization. 
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RECRUITING THE FIRST REGIMENT. 

The community should give its cordial support 
to the plan to add 1000 recruits to the St. Louts 
regiment of the Missouri National Guard. 

The call ought not to be understood as directed 
alone to young men whose career is vet to he 
made. Men who are older but still within the 
age af active military service have been expressing 
sympathy with preparedness plans. What could 
give as great an impetus to enlistment aa to 
have some of these representative citizens put 
their names on the muster roll and assume the 
obligations of service in the ranks? 

Since the last effort for enlarging the mem- 
bership of the First Regiment a great deal of

citizen in the matter of national defense, the bene- 
fit to the individual of military training iy round.

NEW YORK, March 14.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“The advance prices which domi- 
nated the Stock Exchange yesterday 
Was resumed at the opening of business 
this morning, and in the midday hours 
numerous advances running as high as 
3 points had been made. This occurréd 
on the basis of the most active business 
of the present year to date. Total sales 
ran well above 1,000,000 shares, exceed- 
ing those on the only other 
share day thus far in 1916—Jan. 3, when 
the news of the sinking of the Persia 
came, on a market in which the heavy 
liquidation of the war industrials be- 
gan. 

“The war munitions shares introduced 
the upward movement today, and for 
feveral hours superseded interest in 
other stocks, but by noon an almost 
equally aggressive advance was under 
way in the railway stocks. 

German Exchange Is Lower. 

“Another decline in German exchange 
today carried the rate to 71%, as against 
the January minimum 7%. This re-

comment by some international banking 
houses, that the actual business done in 
reichsmarks at New York is so smal), 
and has been so smal! throughout this 
latest decline as to make it unfair to 
draw large economic deductions from 
the rate.

‘triangular operation,’ in which the 
rate on Germany has a part, is con- 
clevably open to debate.” 

“Following the strong market for our 
own exchange on Amsterdam, the rate 
on Stockholm rose today to 28.60, as 
against less than 28 a few weeks ago, 
and a par of 26.80. But it might be sup- 
posed that the imagined triangular op- 
eration would involve the selling of 
reichsmarks in ‘one neutral market 
while buying them in another, and that 
would appear from the foregoing quo- 
tations to be precisely what has not oc- 
curred—at least to such extent as to 
influence the rate on Berlin.”’
